Annual  Livestock  Inventory,  January  1,  1939 

A  general  tendency  to  expand  production'of  meat  animals  and 
animal  products  is  shown  by  the  annual  inventory  estimates  of 
livestock  on  farms  made  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  The  numbers  of  cattle, 
sheep,  and  hogs,  and  of  milk  cows  and  chickens  on  farms  January 
1,  1939,  were  larger  than  numbers  a  year  earlier.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  numbers  of  work  stock — both  horses  and  mules — 
continued  to  decline. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  hogs  was  relatively  large,  being 
11  percent,  while  only  moderate  increases  of  about  1  percent  for 
cattle  and  2  percent  for  sheep  are  shown.  The  number  of  milk 
cows  was  larger  by  1  percent.  Horses  declined  3  percent  and 
mules  1  percent.  When  the  numbers  of  all  these  species  were 
converted  to  an  animal-unit  basis,  which  allows  for  differences 
in  size  and  feed  requirements  of  the  several  species,  there  was  an 
increase  of  about  2  percent  in  total  animal-units  from  last  year. 

The  total  inventory  value  of  all  livestock  on  farms  January  1, 
1939,  was  little  changed  from  a  year  earlier.  The  total  of 
$4,853,875,000  was  $60,736,000,  or  about  1  percent  larger.  The 
values  per  head  of  all  species,  except  cattle,  were  lower  than  a 
year  earlier.  The  increase  in  the  total  value  of  the  larger  num- 
bers of  meat  animals  more  than  offset  the  decrease  in  the  total 
value  of  the  smaller  number  of  work  animals.  These  inventory 
values  of  livestock  on  farms  should  not  be  confused  with  the 
value  of  livestock  production,  or  with  income  from  livestock, 
estimates  of  which  will  be  issued  later. 

The  average  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  during  1938  was 
the  same  as  in  1937  but  the  average  production  of  milk  per  cow, 
estimated  at  4,520  pounds,  was  170  pounds,  or  4  percent,  larger 
than  in  1937,  and  was  the  second  largest  in  15  years  of  record. 
Total  milk  production  on  farms  in  1938  of  107,155,000,000 
pounds  was  4  percent  larger  than  in  1937  and  was  the  largest  on 
record.  Per  capita  production  of  milk  on  farms,  which  declined 
during  the  drought  years,  was  back  to  the  1929-33  average  level 
in  1938. 

The  number  of  chickens  on  farms  January  1,  1939,  is  estimated 
at  412,647,000.  This  number  is  26,074,000,  or  7  percent,  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  when  numbers  were  at  the  lowest  level  in  the 
15  years  of  record.  The  total  value  of  chickens  on  farms 
January  1,  1939,  was  $288,625,000,  about  1  percent  smaller  than 
a  year  earlier. 

The  tendency  to  increase  meat  animals  was  general  all  over 
the  country.  The  number  of  cattle  was  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  in  all  but  9  States,  the  number  of  hogs  was  up  in  all  but 
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8  States,  and  the  number  of  stock  sheep  was  up  in  21  of  the  32 
States  where  sheep  production  is  of  some  importance.  Milk- 
cow  numbers  increased  in  all  but  14  States  and  the  larger  number 
of  yearling  heifers  and  heifer  calves  being  kept  for  milk  cows 
pointed  to  further  increases.  The  number  of  chickens  was 
larger  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  but  6  States. 

Horses. — The  estimated  number  of  horses,  including  colts,  on 
farms  January  1,  1939,  was  10,800,000  head,  a  decrease  of  328,000 
head  or  3  percent.  For  the  first  year  since  1932  the  number  of 
colts  under  1  year  of  age  on  January  1  was  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier.  This  indicates  that  the  number  of  colts  foaled  in  1938 
was  smaller  than  in  1937.  The  average  value  per  head  on 
January  1  this  year  of  $84.40  was  $6.56  lower  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  total  value  of  all  horses  of  $911,572,000  was  down  $100,645,- 
000  or  10  percent.

Mules. — The  number  of  mules  on  farms  January  1,  1939,  of 
4,382,000  head,  was  46,000  head,  or  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier. 
The  number  of  mule  colts  under  1  year  of  age  increased  further  in 
1938  and  was  the  largest  since  1928.  The  average  value  per 
head  of  all  mules  January  1  this  year  was  $117.72,  or  $4.93  lower 
than  last  year.  The  total  value  of  mules  of  $515,869,000  was 
down  $27,223,000. 

Cattle. — The  estimated  number  of  cattle  on  farms  January  1 
this  year,  of  66,821,000  head,  was  738,000  head,  or  1  percent, 
larger  than  a  year  earlier.  Although  numbers  were  up  in  nearly 
all  States,  sharp  decreases  were  shown  for  Texas,  New  Mexico, 
and  Arizona,  from  which  States  shipments  last  year  were  of 
near  record  size.  The  increase  this  year  was  largely  in  calves 
and  yearling  heifers,  with  the  estimated  number  of  steers  some- 
what smaller.  The  average  value  per  head  this  year  of  $38.46 
was  $1.88  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  With  larger  numbers  and 
higher  value  per  head,  the  total  value  of  $2,569,793,000  was 
$152,558,000  higher  this  year. 

The  number  of  milk  cows  (cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  over 
kept  for  milk)  on  January  1  this  year  was  estimated  at  25,093,000 
head,  an  increase  of  259,000  head,  or  1  percent.    The  number  of 


yearling  heifers  being  kept  for  milk  cows  of  5,138,000  head  was 
up  264,000  head,  or  5  percent,  and  the  number  of  heifer  calves 
being  kept  for  milk  cows  of  5,635,000  was  up  248,000  head.  The 
average  value  per  head  of  milk  cows  on  January  1  this  year 
was  $55.68  compared  with  $54.44  a  year  ago.  The  total  value 
of  $1,397,280,000  was  $45,266,000  higher. 

Hogs. — The  estimated  number  of  hogs  on  January  1  this  year 
was  49,011,000  head,  an  increase  of  4,793,000  head,  or  11  percent, 
over  a  year  earlier.  The  number  at  the  beginning  of  this  year 
was  the  largest  since  1934.  All  of  the  increase  over  last  year  was 
in  pigs  under  6  months  old  and  in  sows  and  gilts  for  breeding, 
with  the  number  of  other  hogs  smaller.  Although  the  value  per 
head  of  $11.17  was  9  cents  below  a  year  earlier,  the  large  in- 
crease in  numbers  resulted  in  a  total  value  of  $547,461,000, 
which  was  $49,391,000  larger  than  last  year. 

Sheep. — The  number  of  all  sheep  and  lambs  on  January  1 
this  year  was  estimated  at  53,762,000  head,  an  increase  of  1,080,- 
000  head,  or  2  percent.  The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed 
for  market  on  January  1  of  5,700,000  head  was  297,000  head 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  stock  sheep  of  48,- 
062,000  head  was  1,377,000  head,  or  3  percent  larger.

The  increase  in  stock  sheep  was  about  the  same  in  both  the 
number  of  ewe  lambs  being  kept  for  breeding  ewes  and  in  ewes 
1  year  old  and  over.  The  number  of  stock  sheep  was  larger  this 
year  than  last  in  both  the  native  and  western  sheep  areas,  but 
with  most  of  the  increase  in  the  western  area  where  numbers 
were  up  materially  in  Texas,  Montana,  and  Wyoming  and  in  the 
range  area  of  South  Dakota.  The  average  value  per  head  for 
all  sheep  and  lambs  on  January  1  of  $5.75  was  37  cents  lower  than 
a  year  earlier,  while  the  total  value  of  $309,180,000  was 
$13,345,000  smaller. 

Milk  production. — The  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms  in  the 
United  States  during  1938  was  practically  the  same  as  during 
1937.  Small  increases,  notably  in  the  Atlantic  Coast  States 
from  New  York  to  Virginia,  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  and  in 
Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Tennessee,  Louisiana,  and  Texas  were 
offset  by  moderate  decreases  elsewhere,  mostly  in  the  Northern 
Plains  States.  Th  e  number  on  farms  during  1938  was  the  small- 
est since  1931,  but  the  low  point  now  appears  to  have  been 
passed.  Increases  in  the  number  of  heifers  and  heifer  calves 
kept  for  milk  cows  during  the  past  year  are  expected  to  be  reflected 
in  increased  numbers  of  milk  cows  within  the  next  2  years. 


With  feed  supplies  ample  and  pastures  the  best  in  years,  milk 
production  on  farms  of  the  United  States  is  estimated  to  have 
been  107,155,000,000  pounds,  compared  with  a  little  over 
103,000,000,000  pounds  both  in  1937  and  in  1936  and  about 
101,500,000,000  in  each  of  the  2  previous  years.  The  previous 
peak  was  104,753,000,000  pounds  in  1933,  just  prior  to  the  great 
drought  of  1934. 

The  increase  in  production  over  1937  was  shared  by  nearly  all 
parts  of  the  country,  but  was  particularly  sharp  in  some  central 
and  western  Corn  Belt  States  and  in  the  Great  Plains  area  where 
production  was  sharply  reduced  during  the  drought  years.  In 
the  10  States  from  Oklahoma,  Colorado,  and  Utah  northward, 
production  was  lower  than  in  some  years  prior  to  recent  droughts, 
but  elsewhere  production  was  relatively  high,  and  in  some  31 
States  higher  than  in  any  of  the  9  years  previous. 

Milk  production  per  cow  in  1938  is  estimated  to  have  aver- 
aged 4,520  pounds,  the  highest  since  1929.  Production  per  cow 
has  increased  each  year  since  1934  when  it  averaged  only  4,029 
pounds.  In  all  groups  of  States  production  per  cow  in  1938 
equaled  or  exceeded  production  in  any  year  since  1929.

Chickens. — The  412,647,000  chickens  estimated  on  farms 
January  1  were  7  percent  more  than  the  record  low  of  386,573,000 
chickens  on  January  1,  1938,  but  6  percent  less  than  the  10-year 
(1928-37)  average.  Numbers  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  were 
about  2  percent  smaller  than  on  January  1,  1937,  but  were  larger 
than  in  any  other  year  since  1934. 

The  largest  increase  in  numbers  of  chickens  this  year  over  last 
was  the  12  percent  increase  in  the  West  North  Central  region, 
where  numbers  had  been  reduced  the  most  during  the  drought 
years.  The  Far  Western  region  was  the  only  one  showing  a 
decrease  from  last  year.  This  decrease  of  about  3  percent  was 
due  largely  to  a  loss  in  numbers  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States  and 
Utah.  The  increases  shown  in  other  regions  ranged  from  5  to 
8  percent. 

Compared  with  the  10-year  January  1  average,  numbers  this 
year  show  the  largest  reductions  in  the  West  North  Central  and 
Western  regions;  in  these  regions  numbers  were  smaller  by  12 
and  14  percent,  respectively.  Numbers  are  down  5  percent  in 
the  East  North  Central  and  2  percent  in  the  South  Central.  In 
the  North  and  South  Atlantic  States  numbers  are  up  2  percent 
and  5  percent,  respectively,  compared  with  average.
